It is also noted that SEQ ID NO: 7 is described as a 548 
nucleotide sequence in the paper copy and CRF of the instant application, but is 
described as 612 nucleotides in length at page8, lines 26-27, for example. It is not clear 
what sequence is disclosed in Figure2, for example. The sequence is not numbered and 
is described as being both 548 and 612 nucleotides. This issue requires clarification 
before examination can resume.
